Now York.—The National Associa­ 
tion of Manufacturers which took a 
leading part in the “get out the vote” 
movement preceding the recent elec­ 
tion has Just completed a survey of 
the vote.

foot, but the fact I* particularly true 
as regards wool stockings, because of 
their 
extraordinary 
shrinking 
pro­ 
clivities. This difficulty may be over­ 
come by care In laundering as well as 
by allowing for shrinkage when you 
buy. 
Never use anything but 
soft 
water in washing wool stockings, since 
soft water requires less soap to make 
a lather; and the less soap you use, 
I the better, since soap is likely to 
j cause felting—the 
direct 
cause of 
i shrinking in woolens. 
It will pay 
you to buy the wooden forms on which 
to dry your wool stockings, too, if you 
wear them a great deal. On these, tile 
stocking feet will stretch back to tile 
proper size. 
Now, many women object to wool 
stockings on the grounds that they are 
“scratchy.” 
If you have discovered 
this fault with them you will probably 
find a solution in the silk and wool 
stockings, which are not only more 
attractive, having less tendency to 
“thicken’’ the ankles; Hut which are 
softer and less harsh against the skin. 
Silk and wool stockings are easier to 
launder, too, than are all-wool stock­ 
ings.

washed only in lukewarm water and 
pure soap, and should be carefully

Appleton, Wis.—To the art of the 
mound builders, whose work is rap­

Effigy mounds, or groat animal pic­ 
tures ranging in height from a few 
inches to a few’ feet, are most numer­ 
ous In Wisconsin, but the most strik­ 
ing is In Adams county, Ohio, where 
one extends for a thousand feet in 
the shape of a serpent. 
The snake mounds near Appleton 
WI s .; the elephant mound of Grant 
county, Wisconsin; the man mound 
an<l the lynx mounds near Baraboo, 
Wis,, are examples of effigy mounds 
known best to the initiated.

Not all of the children who are 
brought to the bronchoscopic clinic 
have obstructions in the chest.

are careful about leaving medicines 
boldly labeled “Poison” within reach 
of children, because such potions are 
recognized as deadly. 
There are ma­ 
terials sold by grocers, however, which 
contain caustic alkalis, but which are 
less widely known to he poisons. 
Lye and similar washing and scrub­ 
bing powders are of this type. 
They 
are generally pure In the chemical 
sense and harmless to the hands if 
properly diluted. 
Often they are not 
labeled poison because they are not 
meant to he taken internally.

children find such cleaning powders or 
solutions on the floor or on low chairs 
and mistake them for food with ter­ 
rible results. 
The mouth and throat of the victim 
are so badly burned that he cannot 
swallow either water or food. 
I leers 
form in the stomach. 
Patients of the 
rlinlc suffering from lye poisoning gen­ 
erally have to he fed by a rubber tube 
inserted Into the stomach to keep 
them from dying of hunger and thirst. 
Some recover; others are too badly 
burned or too weak* nod to survive. 
For the last 12 years Doctor Jack­ 
son lins been trying lo warn people 
against the danger r f leaving lye with­ 
in reach of children. A steady stream 
of lye cases passes through the clinic, 
he says. 
At one time there may he 
seven or eight oases, ranging from 
mere babies to children old enough to 
read ami understand a warning label, 
lf It were printed in hold type on a 
package. 
Any story of the clinic rands as a 
warning against carelessness. Its most 
striking lesson is the hazard of leav­ 
ing any dangerous substance or ar­ 
ticle within reacil of small children, 
and of permitting them to handle 
coins, pins and other things that could 
be accidentally swallowed.

Such clues may be found in spacing, 
spelling or punctuation. 
Some time ago an office of the De­ 
partment of Justice was astonished to 
find a confidential letter from its flies 
printed in a magazine. The letter that 
had been sold to the magazine was ob- 
i Mined, and was found to be a type­ 
written copy of the original, the latter 
acing been In longhand. 
This type- 
j w rit te n copy had so many individual 
characteristics that the copyist might 
almost as well have signed his name 
to it.

j the work he accidentally shaved the 
little curl at the bottom of the letter. 
The odd appearance of the resultant 
letter aroused suspicion, and magni­ 
fied photographs of the type showed 
plainly tile marks of the abrasive.

Washington.—The death rate in the 
registration area of the United States 
increased 12.3 per 1,000 of population 
in 1923, from 11.8 iii 1922. 
M ortality 
figures for last year, made public by 
the 
department of commerce, show 
that 
only seven states out of the 
total of thirty-eight, comprising the 
death registration area, had a lower 
rate than iii 1922. 
These were Colo­ 
rado, Idaho, Montana, Oregon, South 
Carolina, Utah and Washington. 
To afford a true basis of comparison 
between states and communities, the 
rate table showed “refined” rates a r­ 
rived at by adjustm ent for differences 
in the age and sex distribution of the 
population and for deaths of nonresi­ 
dents. 
Maryland with 14.2 per 1,000 showed 
the highest refined rate among the 
states, while the lowest, 8.7, was re­ 
corded by Montana. 
Next to Mary­ 
land, Louisiana showed a rate of 13.5, 
while a rate of 13.8 was reported for 
Florida, Virginia and Delaware. 
The 
next lowest rate to that of Montana 
was Nebraska’s figure of 9.3. 
Of six states for vvliich the “re­ 
fined” rate was figured separately for 
the white population and that classi­ 
fied as “colored,” Maryland had the 
highest rate In both divisions, with 
12.0 for white and 22.8 for colored. 
Mississippi allowed the lowest in tile 
group for both, with 9.7 for white and 
fifteen for colored. 
Of the forty-four cities with popula­ 
tion exceeding 100,000 for which the 
refined rate was figured only on the 
population as a whole, the highest, 
13.7 appears for San Antonio and the 
lowest, 9.3, for Portland, Ore. 
Among eleven cities in this popula­ 
tion cia ss for which the rate was fig­ 
ured on the race division. Atlanta re­ 
corded the highest rate, 31.0, for col­ 
ored, and New Orleans the highest, 
14.5, for white. 
Norfolk showed the 
lowest rates for both white and col­ 
ored with s.3 and 1S.7, respectively,

as regards wo o l sto ckings, because o f 
their 
ex trao rdinary 
shrinking 
pro ­ 
cliv ities, 
This difficulty may be o v er­ 
co me by care In laundering as well as 
by allo wing fo r shrinkage when y o u 
buy . 
Nev er use any thing but 
so ft 
water In washing wo o l sto ckings, since 
so ft water requires less so ap to make 
a lather; and the less so ap y o u use, 
the better, since soap 
is 
likely to 
cause 
felting—the 
direct 
cause 
o f 
shrinking in woolens. 
It will pay 
y ou to buy the wooden forms o n which 
to dry y our wool stockings, too, if 
y o u 
wear them a great deal. On these, the 
stocking feet will stretch back to the 
proper size. 
Now, many women object to wool 
stockings on the grounds that they are 
“scratchy ." 
If y ou have discovered 
this fault with them y ou will probably 
find a solution in the silk and wool j 
stockings, which are not only more ! 
attractive, 
having less tendency 
to 
“thicken" the ankles; but which are 
softer and less harsh against the skin. 
Silk and wool stockings are easier to 
launder, too, than 
are all-wool stock­ 
ings. 
They 
should,

washed only in lukewarm water and 
pure soap,

Mo la sses a s Fertilizer 
Molasses is b eing used with rather 
sensational results as a fertilizer for 
sugar cane fields in the British teland 
of Mauritius in the Indian ocean.

creases in yield of about nine tons an 
acre are recorded a fter molasses appli­ 
cations. 
The colonial department of 
agriculture has made a close study of 
the experiments and has arrived at a 
tentative explanation.

plied the molasses partly sterilizes 
the 
soil, in consequence of which 
ordinary 
soil organisms are, for a time, g reatly 
reduced In numb ers while other or­ 
ganisms, notab ly molds, are stimulated. 
The nitrification of the soil is suspend­ 
ed and nitrates already In the soil dis­ 
appear.

1620.” 
These four lives sp an the history of 
America from the landing of the p il­ 
grims to the p resent. Peregrine White’s 
father died in that first terrible win­ 
ter at Plymouth; his mother's subse­ 
quent marriage to Governor Winslow 
was the first wedding of Europ eans in 
New England. Peregrine himself lived 
to be eighty-four, remaining “vigorous 
and of comely asp ect to the last,” as 
one of ids contemp oraries delightfully 
described the original Mayflower de­ 
scendant. 
Between 
the death 
of Peregrine i 
White at Marshfield, Mass., in 1704, 
and tiie birth of Lemuel Shaw at Barn- j 
stable in 178 1 stretch some forty miles 
and seventy-seven years.

The bole through the ring being per­ 
pendicular to the wall, it was neces­ 
sary to stand very close to the wall 
and throw the ball practically parallel 
to the axis of the wall. The bail would 
not be thrown directly with the hand, 
but had to be struck with the elbow, 
wrist or hip. The players wore leath­ 
er pads on these p arts to make the 
rubber ball bound from them more 
easily. 
The winning shot was so difficult 
and so seldom made, that, according 
to another rule of the game, the lucky 
play er had forfeited to him all the 
clothing of the spectators. 
At the court 
of Montezuma, where 
the game first was witnessed 
by the 
Sp aniards, high stakes were wagered 
on the game by 
the Aztec nobles— 
quills filled with gold dust, estates, 
even 
liberty, 
the 
bettors becoming 
slaves if they lost.

Sp aniards gained their first concep tion 
of rubber.

A cracking sound coming from the 
hub indicates something wrong in the 
wheel bearings. Unless this is prompt­ 
ly attended to a burnt-up wheel bear­ 
ing may result and there is danger of 
what drivers call a “ hot box,” which 
is likely to lock the wheel on to the 
a xle or burn the axle in half, permit­ 
ting the wheel to roll off. 
Imagine 
what would happen If this should oc­ 
cur on a down grade with a heavily 
loaded 
truck. 
When 
this 
cracking 
sound from the bub becomes audible 
the driver should put his hnnd on the 
hub and if he finds it hot he should 
carefully examine the bearings. 
Prob­ 
ably he will find a couple of the roll­ 
ers cracked or broken. 
If this is so 
he should drive slowly and carefully 
to the nearest pla ce where they can 
he replaced.

Oil the hinges and 
locks now and then, but be careful to 
wipe off all surplus so that it will not 
get on y our clothe* when entering car.
